No Weather Service office closings 
until ’96 due to radar, satellite woes

WASHINGTON (AP) — Russian 
' Presideot-elect Boris N. Yeltsin^ 
- declaring that be bos cot come to 
beg, Tuesday invited investors to 
eome to Russia, own and manage 
-businesses and moke profits that 
1^1 benefit them and the Russian 
people. 

Arriving in the United States in 
the afterglow of his triumph in the 
first presidential election in the 
Soviet Union’s largest republic, the 
populist leader told a largely 
American audience at the Soviet 
embassy: **We have not come here 
begging, we have not come here hat 
in hand. W6 have come here to ... 
assure you we are working, for a 
’better future, one which we shall 
build with our own hands." 

"We shall travel your road” 
toward o market economy and a 
free enterprise system, the 
outspoken ex-Communist told his 
first audience at the start of a four- 
doy' visit **We believe that we have 
left behind the experiment that we 
had to go through, the one which 
was called Marxism." 

Yeltsin said the Russian 
parliament will soon adopt 
legislation tO' open the republic to 
foreign investment 

"It will create a beneficial regime 
for all investors from all over the 
world to come and set up. their 
enterprises in the Soviet Union, to 
own them and manage them os they 
see he said. "And we want 
them'to make a profit, and we 
believe fhe people of Russio will 
benefit because of that" 

Apporently sensitive to U.S. 
concerns that bis visit might 
embamss Soviet President Mikhail 
S. Gorbochev, Yeltsin paid tribute 
to his former mentor and erstwhile 
political rival, saying his own 
dramatic electoral victory lost week 


-was made possible by the reforms 
Gorbachev launched' six years ^o. 

| Anrf hft xnirt ih e Soviet president 
has come through a dark winter 
when democracy was threatened by 
.dictatorship but. in. April was 
persuaded — by Yeltsin end others 
— to return to the democro^c path. 

Gorbachev is going' to London 
next month to meet the leaders of . 
the seven major industrial 
democracies who gather once a 
year. He is expected to propose a 
massive western aid program to 
help convert the Soviet economy to 
a market system. 

The Bush administrotton, wary of 
' Yeltsin using hb vbit to challenge 
Gorbachev’s leadership of the 
central Soviet government, was 
being careful not to niokc too ihnch 
ofafussoverhim. ' 

. The Russian leader, who won a 
deebive electoral victory last wwk 
over fivrt other candidates, remains 
but one of 15 republic leaders, 
administration officials noted 
Tuesday. .The United States 
recognizes the Gorbachev regime as 
the sole legitimaie authority in that 
vast union.

Force Base, Md., outside 
Woshington iind was welcomed by 
Senate Republican leader Bob Dole, 
who with his Democratic 
counterpart, Sen.

(JEEP) c1a.ssroom in the Head Start Build- 
ing. It was only 19 feet, 2 inches by 19 
feet, 1 1 inches. In this classroom there 
were tables, shelves, filing cabinets, ther- 
apy equipment, staff, volunteers, and at 


times as many as 1 8 children, aged three 
to five. — . , , 

We olso shared this building with Head 
Start. *I^ey held dosses at the same time 
we did (with 17 chil'dren in their classes, 
too), so the noise level could be incredi- 
bly high,’ which was distracting to these 
special-needs children. 

1 want to say that our 5-ycof-oIds did 
attend kindergarten. They went to kindc^ 
garten in the morning and attended JEEP 
in the afternoon. This program gave those, 
children the extra help they needed to be 
successful in school. JEEP s^cd 22 
kindergarten-aged children and only re- 
ferred eight children on to receive special ■ 
services in the upcoming school year. Our 
success has been good with our 3- and 4- 
year-olds. also. JEEP served 34 children 
this year and only 19 have been referred 
for more special services. 

Just think what a positive stort these 
young children will have in kindcrgimcn 
and first grade without needing special 
education. Without this JEEP program, 
this would not be possible. 

The bottom line is that these children 
have the same rights as other school-aged 
children.

Business group 
opposes tax limit 


LEWISTON (AP) — The state’s 
largest busincss-mdustiy . organiza- 
tion says it will oppose the 1 percent 
initiative. 

The Idaho Association of Com- 
merce and Industry said Monday its 
33-mcmbcr board of directors voted 
last week to oppose the citizen initia- 
tive. It limits property taxes to no 
more than 1 percent of market value, 
and requires two-thirds approval of 
oil registered voters before property 
taxes could be increased. 

The League of Women Voters also 
onnounc^ its opposition to the ini- 
tiative on Tuesday. 

The lACI action come after Gov. 
Cecil Andrus told the organization’s 
convention at Coeur d’Alene that he 
would oppose the initiative. Andrus 
said the initiative could derail the 
stale’s economy. 

At the same session, the li^CI 
board added its endorsement of the 
proposed New Production Reactor at 
the Idaho National Engineering Lain 
oratory near Idaho Falls. The organi- 
zation said the ' proposed Modular 
High Temperature Gos-Coolcd Reac- 
tor would be “state of the art in terms 
of safirty” and will have "no impact 
on water quality.’’ 

The endorsement was conveyed to 
the U.S. Deportment ofEnergy. 

lACI was'ncutraTin' 1978 when 
Idaho voters passed a 1 Percent Ini- 
tiative. 

“I think Idahoans have seen 13 
years of demonstrated impact from 
the 1978 initiative,” soid lACI Presi- 
dent Steve Ahrens of Boise. “That 
distorted the way local govern- 
ment programs and services and the 
education system ore funded. 

"It result^ in tax shifts more than 
tax reductions. It resulted in a loss of 
services and hampered economic de- 
velopment activities all the way 
through the ‘80s os wc were recover- 
ing from the recession.”. 

— A“state Tax-Commission study-in— 
dicates the 1 percent limit on taxes 
would slice 5104 million to $164 
million from the property tax base 
'iise3~'to supTC'rT'Iocal government” 
and public schools. 

State Schools Superintendent Jerry 
Evans, who also' opposes the initia- 


tive, said it could cost schools $70 
million per year. "This solidifies the 
masses,” said Ron Rankin of Cocur 
d'Alene, president of the sponsoring 
Idaho Property Owners Association. 
"The perception is the big guys are 
picking on the little guys and we’re 
not going to take it.” 

Rankin added his plan to shift pub- 
lic school funding from property tax 
(o income tax would wind up costing 
big business and that’s why lAC! is 
against the 1 Percent. 

Ahrens ‘ disputed the notion that 
lACI is exclusively the voice of big 
business. While self-interest is a fac- 
tor, what lACI is concerned about is 
the business and social environment 
another 1 Percent, would create, he 
said. 

"Certainly, there’s some self-inter- 
est, but there’s more to it than that,”. 
Ahrens said. "Every business person 
in Idaho employs people and they all 
have kids in schools, or grandkids, or 
they have an inibrest in quality of 
the system in terms of providing 
quality employees.” 

Ahnms said lACI will be “aggres- 
sively involved” in working to defeat 
the initiative, but no program has 
been establi^ed. Petition backets 
have- until July 1992 to win ballot 
status by securing more than 32,000 
signatures - from - qualified -votiw. 
Sponsors said they have 10,000 sig- 
natures already and hope to collect 
uplo 100,000 by the deadline. 

"This will be .a complicated pro- 
cess simply because one side has the 
simple argument vote for a tax cut 
while the other side must moke a 
technically difTicult . argument to 
show why passing the initiative is a 
bod idea,” he said. 

The League of Women Voters also 
opposes the initiative.

“We have a ebehmitment only” re- ' 
guding the abolishment of tywlbeid, 
or racial separatiotv in South- Africa, 
Zinn said. "But we have U> see that 
the political-movefhent-ih-bur cbutt- 
try doesn’t use it for selling out’?-' 

The three said- that if South Africa, 
was permitted back into the mtemar 
tional sports arena, it would defeat 
the purpose of the boycott currently 
imposed on the count^. 

South . Africa appeared to move 
closer to rejoining the world sports 
coiTununity Monday when its parlia- 
ment voted ovcrwhclmin^y to repeal 
the Population Registration Act of 
1950, which served as the foundation 
for virtually all apartheid measures. It 
was the lost of three major apartheid 
laws whose rneal hod been demand- . 
ed by *tHe Intenutio'nal Olympic 
Committee and other worid sports 
bodies. 

IOC president Juan Antonio Sama- 
ranch hod said the repeal of the act 
would be welcome. 

Following the repeal, a
